Il'hoy ore then passed on lo an- 
other batlt of Ilowinff fresh wa- 
ter, scrubbed with coarse brush- 
01, and once again plunged Into 
iteali flowing, water, where they 
receive a third scouring. From 
this point all is done by macli- 
-jnepy, The salmou arc cut up 
into sizes to fit the various cans, 
pressed into the cans, and weigh- 
ed. TIio lid is then put on, sol- 
dered, and passed tlirough water 
to ascertain that there ore no 
leakages. After the first cook- 
ing the cons are punctured lo lot 
the gases escape, resoldored 
again, tested for leaks, and fln- 
ttlly cooked. It is a rare occasion 
that a llsh is not in its tin, cook- 
ed, and ready /or iabolliiiff, in 
■ten hours from the lime it was 
swinfming in the sen. ScrU{>ul- 
ous cleanliness is one of tile 
most important points to be ob- 
served in a cdnuery. Tiic blood 
and oltal from a fish is cleared 
away by Ibo waters nf the river, 
which always run bonealli that 
part of. the factory- where the 
cleaning process js performed. 
In addition, llierc is a regulation 
that no day's work is considered 
concluded until the wiiiilc f;\c- 
tory, from cleaning lionac to nifl- 
chlno room, is thoroughly 
cleansed by the appllcalioji fif 
fresh ivalor until like floors and 
tables are perfectly clean.
